DEBATABLE GROUND. 
THE SCENE OF FUTURE CONFLICT. 

Although tne quick-following series of 
formidable events in the Soudan has recently 
nearly filled the attention of the world, there 
are nevertheless plaia indications that England 
is beginning to realize that she is being dis- 
tinctly menaced by Russia in Central Asia 
and that within the next few weeks an angry 
exchange of diplomatic protests and explana- 
tions will take place between Downing street 
and St. Petersburg. 

Foracentury past Russia has been slowly 
but steadily pushing her way across Turkestan 
in pursuance of a well-defined policy of ag- 
gression in the East. Already she has absorbed 
nearly the entire littoral of the Caspian, the 
Khanates of the Khiva and Bokhara, the cele- 
brated Merve oasis, and has practically made 
herself the ruler of all tae Central Asian terri- 
tory from the Sea of Azov to the northern 
sinpes of the Hindoo Koosh range. England 
has viewed Russia's advance towards the 
frontier of India with suspicion and alarm, 
but somehow Russia has always succeeded 
in temporarily quieting her feurs. At first 
Russia affirmed that the Lower Oxus would be 
the boundary of her conquests in Turkestan; 
but she passed that limit long ago. Then she 
assured the English Government that the 
integrity of Merve would be respected. Within 
the last two years she bas left Merve far behind 
her. Next. she affirmed that she had no inten- 
tions whatever of baving anything to do with 
the Western Capital of Afghanistan, but the 
knowledge that Russian troops have appeared 
within thirty miles of Herat has once more 
seriously awakened Eugland's suspicions that 
Russia has really sinister intentions with regard 
to her East Indian Empire. Strength is lent to 
these suspicions by the fact that a few months 
ago the Government of India dispaiched a 
mission under Sir Peter Lumsden to settie the 
delimitation of Northern Afghanistan, but Rus- 
sia, instead of waiting to learn the results of 
this mission, has never ceased to push op until 
now it may be said that she has a foot in the 
most vulnerable part of Afghanistan. 

ENGLAND'S FEARS AND POLICY. 

What Engiand fears is that by that power of 
intrigue for which Russia's Oriental officers are 
remarkabie the Czar may get the Ameer of 
Kabool in bis power, and this arrangement might 
of course open a passage to India for the Mus- 
covites. 80 jealous is England of Russia ob- 
taining the ascendant political influence at Ka- 
bool that in order to prevent this she bas not 
besitated to made two costly and sanguinary 
ware upon Afghanistan. The war of 1840-42 
was precipitated by the appearance in the 
Northern Capital of a Russian officer named 
Vicovich, who was supposed to be exercising, 
on behalf of the Czar, strong political influence 
over the Ameer. Engiand declared bostilities, 
and the Czar, anxious to avoid embroiling him- 
self with Great Britain, disowned all knowledge 
of Vicovich, who thereupon committed suicide 
in sheer disgust at the perfidy of his employers. 
The last war was again caused by Russian in- 
trigues in Kabool. The Ameer Shere Ali chose 
to receive a deputation of Russian officers, and 
to decline to receive a mission sent to him by 
the Government of India. Lord Lytton, then 
the high priest in the Eust of Earl Beacons- 
field’s aggressive foreign policy, at once de- 
clared war against Shere All, and in rapid 
succession there followed the flight and death 
of Shere Ali, the massacre of Sir Louis Cavagn- 
ari and his companions, the capture of Kabool 
and Kandahar. the deposition of Shere Ali's son 
Yakoob Khan (now a state prisoner in India), 
and the elevation of the Bokbarian Abdurrah- 
man Khan to the musnud at Kabool. It is 
worth while to recall these tew facts in order 
to understand England's feelings when she. 
now finds that Russian troops are actually at 
the Gate of India,“ as it has become the fash- 
ion for Sir Heury Rawlinson, Sir Lewis Pelly, 
and other rabid Anglo-Indians and Russopho- 
bists to cali Herat. These gentiemen bold that 
Afghanistan must, at all hazards, be kept as a 
kind of buffer between India and Russia's Asi- 
atio possessions, and it cannot be denied that 
they have a large and powerful following in 
Great Britain as well as among the Angio- 
Indian officials of the East. 

THE ROUTES TO INDIA. 

The accompanying map sbows, probably for 
the first time in any American journal, the 
passes by which alone it is possible to invade 
India from Afghanistan. and the relationship 
in which they stand geograpbically to Herat. 
The three great passes are the Jugdulluck de- 
file, ending in the Kbyber Pass; the Shutur- 
gurdun Pass, 13,000 feet high, terminating in 
the long and tortuous Valley of the Kooram; 
and the Bolan Pass, stretcbing from the vicin- 
ity of Kandahar to a point near the River 
Indus. Men who bave actually seen those aw- 
ful passes doubt whether it would be possible 
for Russia, even with an Afghanistan coali- 
tion, to penetrate su fully into the nortb- 
west of Hindostan. Afghanistan is ramified 
by great ranges of formidable mountains and 
deep and dangerous rivers. Running east and 
west and dividing the Kooram Valley from the 
Khyber Pass, the Sufeyd Koh, or White Mount- 
ains, rise to an average hight greater than 
Mont Blanc. and finally twist off north and 
south so as to form a high eastern wall 
for the famous Logar Valley, which is the 
granary of the country, and extends ali the 
way from where Kabool sits enthroned upon a 


| high spur of the Hinde Koosh to the gates of 
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Kandahar. The Siah Koh (or Black) Mount- 


ains fill the southern portion ot the country 


with a scattered mass of Titanic precipices and 
caiions which are infested by wild tribes who 
do not care even for the authority of the 
Ameer and plunder and murder at their own 
sweet will, without dem any respecters of 
persons. Then, again, stretching from north 
to south along the west bank of the Indus, the 
great snow-clad Suliman Range forms what at 
first sight would appear to be an impenetrable 
wall between Afghanistan and Hindostan. 
A PERILOUS COUNTRY. 

This rough sketch of the general configura- 
tion of Afghanistan, which is probably the 
wildest country on face of the globe, and 
the worthy home of about 4,000,000 courage- 
ous, powerful, bandsome, treacherous, and fa- 
natical tribesmen, will probably give the read- 
er an idea that a ussian invasion 
of India is by no means such 
an easy task as it has become 
the fashion of a good many En- 
giish statesman to imagine. These get most of 
their ideas from books and excited pamphiets 
written by men who bave really no knowledge 
of what an awful country Afghanistan is. If 
they were once to attempt the journey from 
Peshawur by way either of the Khyber Pass or 
the Kooram Valley, they would probably con- 
cede that so long as the Government of Ingia is 
able by ber network of railways through the 
Punjab, Bengal, Bombay, the Presidency of 
Madras, and Central India to mass along the 
northwestern frontier and guard every vulner- 
able point, the integrity of Victoria's Eastern 
Empire cannot be much harmed by Russia tor 
many a day to come. One thing is certain, that it 
would take several months for Russia to cross, 
with an army, to the Indus from Herat, and in 
tat time England could easily fortify the passes 


‘in such a way as to make any attempt to tra- 


verse them next to an impossibility. Already 

she bas powerful garrisons at Rawul Pindee 

and Peshawur, to guard the entrance to the 

Khyber; at Kohat and Thal to guard the 

Kooram Valley; and at Quetta and Hyderabad 

Sind to perform a like office for the Bolan. 
AFGHAN INTERESTS. 

The fact that out of sheer gratitude Abdur- 
rabman Khan way consent to philander with 
the Russians who are now supposed to be 
knocking at the “Gate of India is being 
dwelt upon by the Russopbobists of England, for 
they cannot forget that when he was compelled 
to fy from Kabool be received an asylum in 
Russian Central Asia tor many years, as well 
as a pension from the Government which en- 
abled him to reside at Bokhara with consider- 
able pomp. Gratitude, however, is nota trait 
of the Afghan’s character. He is shrewd 
enough to perceivein which direction bis in- 
terests lie and to follow that direction either 
by treacherous or straightforward means. Ab- 
durrahman is well aware that he was propped 
on the throne by British bayonets, and that for 
the price of his friendship to England he re- 
ceives a large monthly subsidy which be could 
not very well afford to dispense with. He 
would, therefore, probably refuse to enter into 
any compact with Russia to the deriment of 
Eugland's interests in India, and it is safe 
to say that if be opposed a Rus- 
sian advance from Herat or from 
any point along the Valley of the Mourgh-Ab— 
for it must be borne in mind that, according to 
the shipboleth of the Russophobists, Merve is 
the key to India —auy direct attack upon 
India by Russia would prove simply disastrous. 
The terrible nature of the country would prove 
to the Ameer a tremendous ally, as may be 
readily imagined by any one who recalls the 
massacre of 16,000 British troops in the Khyber 
defiles in 1842, or the striking fact that during 
the last invasion of Afghanistan the road from 
the Indus to the Shuturgurdun Pass could be fol- 
lowed simply by the skeletons of men, camels, 
borses, and mules that lay bleaching on the 
ground in a line extending 200 miles. If Eu- 
giand suffered such terrible losses with her 
bases of supply tolerably near along the north- 
west frontier of India, itis impossible to im- 
agine what Russia's losses would be when her 
nearest base of supplies is in the beart of 
Turkestan. 

A CHANCE FOR INTRIGUE. 

Thus it is improbable that Russia will ever 
venture to undermine England's power in India 
by open warfare, but there is no reason why 
she should not seek to do so by intrigue. There 
are many native Princes and Chiets in India 
who possess powerful armies, which are at 
present merely ornamental, for the troops of 
the British Government do the garrisoning of 
the country and guarantee the independence 
of each principality. Several of these Princes 
are ambitious enough to aspire to possess 
military power in reality as well as in sem- 
blance, and they are not so much in love with 
the English raj, or rule, that they would not 
listen to any covert suggestions that Russia 
might make to them concerning the subject of 
achieving their independence. Scindiah, the 
Maharajah of Gwalior, the best native General 
in all India, has 40,000 well-trained Mabhratta 
troops, and he would certainly be one of those 
Princes who would not object to strike a blow 
at England, which he conceives to have dene 
him a grievous injury by seizing the great 
rock fortress of Morar. The Nizam of 
Hyderabad, the most powerful semi-independ- 
ent Prince in Hindostan, bas an army mainly 
composed of Ropillas and Arabs, who would 
rise in a moment if they got a preconcerted 
signal. And so with the armies of other 
native Princes that could be named. Another 
element in the general consideration of the 
case is that there are 50,000,000 Mohammedans 
in India who are watehing the career of the 
Mahdi in the Soudan with breathless interest 
and who regard every blow that the Prophet 
strikes at England as a blow also at the fetters 
which chain them down beneath the yoke of a

The President has been subjected to a great 
deal of criticism for bis rude conduct last Sat- 
urday at the Capitol during the dedication cer- 
emonies of the Washington Monument. The 
procession, made up of visitors from abroad 
and military representatives of the army and 
the militia companies of Washington, was kept 
waiting in the severe cold in front of the re- 
viewing stand for over an hour. The Senate 
was kept waiting in its Chamber during the 
same time. In the House the Speakersand his 
associates, the prominent and foreign guests, 
were also kept waiting for the President. It 
was only after the ceremonies were all 
over that it was learned that Mr. 
Arthur had stopped upon the Senate 
side and nad ordered a lunch. This 
he leisurely enjoyed with one or two friends 
during the long hour. He kept thousands of 
people waiting upon his convenience. Not 
one of them had any opportunity forgoing to 
lunch, as he was expected every moment. If 
he had taken the trouble to send out notice 
that he was going to devote an hour to stuffing 
himself then others micht have availed them- 
selves of the same opportunity. All of the 
principal people connected with the affair of 
that day went without eating from breakfast 
until 6 in the evening. None of them were 
disposed to be very patient when they learned 
of the President's disregard for their comfort. 

es 

This incident. however, is only part and 
parcel of the rule of the Administration this 
winter. The President and his familiars have 
appeared to regard themselves as above al 
obligations to people with whom they have 
come in social contact. It was at one of the 
last card receptions of the President that he 
committed che unpardonable rudeness of con- 
tinually taking out his watch durug the last 
half-hour of the reception in the tace of guests 
who were being presented to him. This was 
regarded by these guests as a plain notifica- 
tion to them that the hour of feeding 
was approaching, and that when the 
Administration's stomach was empty every 
form of social duty must be dropped. Added 
to this rudeness was the fact that he singied 
out perhaps a dozen of his guests and carried 
them off to a supper-room almost in the face 
of his other invited guests. Those who were 
invited to stand and wait were driven out 
of the house in as direct a fashion asif they 
had been taken by the collar and requested to 
go. Those who were invited to feed were 
ostentatiously selected by the Lord Chamber- 
lain, McMichael, and gathered into a supereilt- 
ous, insolent group behind the President, who 
stared alternately with dead eyes at his guests 
who were still coming before him and then 
with eyes of gourmand longing upon the face 
of bis watch.

SEE-SAW. 
O. C. F. HOLDEN DIPPING INTO THE POTTAGE. 

ALBany, N. T., Feb. 23.—[Special. |—The 
morning train from the West brought to town 
C. C. P. Holden of Chicago. When asked what 
brought bim to the present seat of the next 
National Administration he pretended that his 
only business was to urge John H. Oberly to 
basten at once to Springfield, where he was 
wanted to unite the Democracy by appearing 
as a candidate for the Senate, and really did 
talk to Oberly iu a very serious way about this 
matter. But Oberly, although pressed on all 
sides, has decided not to enter the Senatorial 
contest and to remain close to the President, 
and Hoiden’s efforts have thus far proved vain. 
But then it eppeared that Holden’s errand was 
not altogether of a purely patriotic charac- 
ter. He has an ax of his own to 
lookmg for a 
chance to get into Cleveland’s presence and to 
hand to him a large bundle of documents in 
support of Holden's request to be made United 
States Marshal for the Northern District of 
lilinois. According to his own story, Mr. Hol- 
den bas about preémpted all the official back- 
ing a piace-bunter from Illinois can obtain— 
viz.;: The indorsement ot all the State officers, 
Senators and Representatives, Judges, county 
Officers, city officers, Congressmen, and poli- 
ticlans without regard to politics. He is now 
trying to get Oberly’ssupportin writing, and 
probably introduced bimself in the way be did 
to get on the safe side of Cleveland's privy 
councilor from Illinois. But Oberly will give 
no more than an introduction to Cleveland, as 
he wants to know first all candidates from Ill:- 
nois before he decides in whom to take a per- 
sonal interest. 

THE ILLINOIS OFFICES. 

It may be said that from present ap- 
pearances no change of any account will be 
made in the Chicago Federal offices much be- 
fore July 1.. Marsbal Jones will have to make 
room for a Democrat perhaps within a few 
weeks, but all the other officers will be lett in 
Office for geome time to come—some of them 
even until their terms expire. It is also quite 
certain that Cleveland has absolutely refused 
to guarantee the fulfillment of any promises of 
Federal offices that may have been made in 
connection with the Senatorial fight in Lilinois. 
He has been, on the contrary, advised that the 
better class of the Illinois Democracy are op- 
posed to the use of puble office as political 
bribes, and expect to strengthen their party by 
a strict adherence to civil-service rules.

coming. Car! Schurz returned to New York at 
4:45. He stated while waiting for his train 
that he had only called on Cleveland to give 
bim his views on what should be the policy 
of the next Administration and to tell him 
of his impressions of the South he had 
gained during his recent tour. He had not 
asked office for himself or anybody elise, nor 
did he expect to get an office of any kind. 
Cleveland had asked his opinion of a number 
of gentlemen mentioned in connection with 
Cabinet offices and he had given his opinion 
freely. Of course, he did not feel at liberty 
to give the details of his conversation with 
Cleveland, who seemed to be well prepared to 
select a most excellent Cabinet and to give the 
country an honest and efficient Administra- 
tion. Lamar remained with Cleveland untila 
late bour, and will not return to Washington 
before morning. Au attempt was made to in- 
terview Lamar before he went to Cleveland’s 
house, but all he would say was that he had 
come to confer with Cleveland on his Cabinet 
and bis inaugural, but possessed no knowledge 
about Cleveland's intentions. 
THE ANTI-MANNING CRUSADE. 

The attacks on Manning which are made in 
some newspapers and also by Democrats in 
Washington appear to have only strengthened 
Cleveland’s decision to make him Secretary of 
the Treasury, besides hurting the prospects ot 
Bayard. Manning suspects the latter of being 
at the bottom of the Democratic opposition 
against himself, and the talk of his Albany 
cronies indicates that Lamar was sent for to 
get him into the foreground as Secretary of 
State. As to other Cabinet positions gossip 
has been very quiet today, except that the 
names of Gov. Hoadly and Congressman Con- 
over of Onio have been mentioned as 
probable substitutes for Thurman should 
the latter's appointment be deemed 
unwise. Inquiry has also been made 
about the health of Judge Lyman Trumbull of 
liiinois, which seems to indicate that he is 
under consideration tor a Cabinet position. In 
fact, no appointment seems certain at present 
beyond that of Manning, and it is even doubt- 
ful whether Lamar will receive a formal offer, 

TWENTY SELF-SACRIFING PATRIOTS. 

Cieveland intimated to a friend yesterday 
that be had made sure of the willingness of 
about twenty different men to accept a 
place in his Cabinet without making an offer to 
anybody, and was therefore in a position to 
delay his final decision to almost the last mo- 
ment. He would probably settle the Cabinet 
question a week from today, and would him- 
self not know for certain who would be bis 
Ministers before that day.

THE AMERICAN NAVY. 


Randall's Scheme for Its Recon- 
struction Meets Its Death in 
the House. 


The Democrats Ready at All Times to 
Offer a Chromo for Iucom- 
petency, 


Randall Defends’ His Fellows from a 
Charge of Chronic Hostility to 
the Navy. 


Wasntsorox, D. C., Feb. 23.—[Special.]— 
Mr. Randali’s elaborate scheme for the con- 
struction of a navy, which, according to an 
unverified rumor, bad the support of Cleve- 
land, who wished to save a year, went to its 
death in the house on a point of order. The 
Chairman ruled that it was new legislation 
and did not retrench expenditure. It was a 
ruling from which there could not have well 
been escape, as a plan which proposed to place 
the keys of the Treasury in the bands of a 
mixed board oertalaly could not we re- 
garded as retrenching expenditure. One 
curious incident of this decision 
is that the rule which Mr. Randall labored 80 
bard to bave adopted has been used as a club 
to defeat a measure which seemed to bim of 
importance. It may be doubted whether the 
scheme would have been approved by the House 
on its merits, ior there was very determined 
opposition to it on both sides. deed of Maine 
considered it as an indictment of the next Ad- 
ministration of incompetency and a confession 
that the regulariy constituted autborities of the 
country were not qualified to do the work. 
He said the Democratic party offered a 
chromo for iacompetency. Townsbend of Iili- 
nois insisted that the proposition made the 
President and Secretary of the Navy simply 
the paymasters of the proposed naval! board. 
It was very clear that the opposition upon its 
merits would have been formidable had not 
the plan been stricken out upon a point of 
order. It wag well that the measure was de- 
feated in that manner, for had the bill gone to 
the Senate witb that provision incorporated in 
it the Senate most certainiy would not have 
adopted it, but the discussion of it would have 
caused great delay, there is now much 
danger in delay. 

THE PROCEEDINGS 1N DETAU. 

Wasnixdrox, D. C., Feb. 26.—Mr. Randall 
moved that the House go into committee for 
the further consideration of the Nava! Appro- 
priation bill, and, though opposed by the sup- 
porters of the River and Harbor bill, the m 
tion was carried—yeas 136, nays 125—and the 
House went into committee as indicated, with 
Mr. Weliborn in the cbair. 

Mr. Long concluded bis speech in support of 
the proposition to increase the navy. He 
thought be spoke for bis side of the House 
when be said he was ready to engage in the 
work of building up a navy, even H that work 
took place under a Demooratic Administra- 
tion, and the prestige of restoring the navy to 
its former glory attached to that Administra- 
tion. 

Mr. Hewitt of New York was ready to vote 
$30,000,000 for the restoration of the American 
navy. It was the sum the Government was 
bound to expend within the next five years, 
and he was willing tocgive a piedge today that 
the American Congress had the patriotism to 
vote the necessary money. 
THE PROPOSED BOARD. 

Mr. Cannon, Wille he wanted an American 
navy. did not consider that the pending bil! 
presented a proper and orderiy way of secur- 
ing one. He criticised the provision for the 
creation of a board composed in part of 
civilians and the consequent abolition 
of the present Naval Advisory Board. The 
only result of the bill would be the building 
of four ships at a cost of the Lord only knows 
what. He wanted a navy, but be did not see 
any means of getting it by the pian proposed; 
and if it were not that the gentlemen from 
Pennsylvania and New York (Randall and 
Hutodins) had the reputation of being candid, 
honest men, be should say they wanted to re- 
sort to a subterfuge to prevent the building of 
antiavy. He wanted the Democratic Adminis- 
tration to be an honest one, but such reckless 
appropriation of money as was posed would 
wreck any Administration debauch any 
servico. 
Mr. Holman saw no for any haste 
in building a navy, thought Congress 
should wait until the new cruisers were com- 
pleted and their atility demonstrated. 

OPPOSED TO JOHN ROACH. 
Mr. Townshend expressed his readiness to 
respond to the demand of the people for re- 
building the American navy. and his anxiety 
to gee the flag floating above the navy as for- 
midable as when Dorme on the land. Bui de 
could not see why the Democratic party of the 
House should become 80 quickly panic-stricken, 
and should leap from the conservative policy 
which it had foliowed so many years 
into the opposit extreme. refore 
he would move at the per time 
to limit the amount for rebuilding 
the navy to $8,000,000. He the prop- 
osition as @ vote of want of confidence in the 
ability and integrity of the future President 
and Secretary of the Navy. It would resuit in 
opening the doors of the Treasury to John 
Roach, and would, in effect, subsidize him to 
the full extent of the $150,000,000 surplus 
which remained in the Treasury. 
Mr. Hiscock favored the building up of the 
navy, but opposed the planus brought forward 
by the Committee on Appropriations. 

A CHROMO FOR LNOCOMPRTENCY. 

Mr. Reed said this was an astonishing propo 
sition both in matter and manner. It indicted 
and convicted the next Administration of in- 
competency before it was born. He ridicuied 
the composition of the proposed board and the 
duties assigaed it. The board was to give 
prizes. A first prize—What for? Fora vessel 
we were gom to build. A second prize 
What for? For a vessel we were not going to 
build. [{Laughbter.] That was consistent with 
the life of the Democratic party. It was al- 
ways giving a chromo for incompetency. 
Mr. Tho opposed the proposiuon as to 
building the bulis ot four veseels at unlimited 
cost. It was not known whether they were 
to be wood, or iron, or steel, or whether they 
-were to be frigates, gunboats, or rams. There 
was not one cent given fora gun, or for mu- 
chinery, or for rigging. There was nothing in 
the proposition but a provision fur a lot of 
Democrati¢ politicians who are meged naval 
architects. 
Mr. Keifer opposed the provisions of the bill, 
as they would not give the country a navy. 
RANDALL ON THE DEFENSIVE. 
Mr. Randall said an effort bad been made to 
create the impression tbat the Democratic par- 
ty was hostile to the navy. Its history was the 
reverse. A further effort had been made to 
show that the Committee on Appropriations at 
the last scssion bad been bostile to building up 
the navy. This be denied, and appealed to the 
record of that committee to sustain that denial. 
He argued in support of the pending provi- 
sions of the bill. If they were faulty in details 
they could be corrected. For one, he did not 
object to a limitation of the appropriation, if 
the limitation was large enough to make 
it certain that the desired result 
would be secured.

A MATTER OF RELIGION. 


That Rogers Park school Trouble. 

Lawrence M. Ennis appeared before Judge 
Tuley yesterday in the interest of his young 
brother, Stephen, who has ught suit against 
the Principal of the Rogers Park grammar 
school and the School Directors of that sub- 
urban village to restrain them from expelling 
the youthful Catholic from the school or mak- 
ing him say Protestant prayers. The case 
came up yesterday on a motion for a temporary 
injunction. Mr. Ennis read the bill, the par 
ticulars of which bave been given heretofore, 
setting forth that Stephen went to school, de- 
meaned himself with propriety, and for refus- 
ing to unite jo the prayers of the school was 
expelled. Mr. Ennis called the attention of the 
court to the Constitution of the State of Illi- 
nois, which provides that ali chilaren shall be 
entitled to a good common-schoo!l education, 
and to the article tn the Bill of Rights assuring 
all citizens their full civil and political rigbts 
without reference to their reiigious opinions. 

For the defendanis A. A. Eline argued, in 
the first piace, that the bill showed no facte 
sufficient to entite the complainant to relief, 
since, even though the allegations should be 
taken as true, there was an adequate remedy 
in a court of common law by means of a man- 
damus. The boy was already expelled, he said, 
and there was no scope for an injunction. Mr. 
Exline then offered to read affidavits to dis- 
preve the charges of the bill, but Judge Tuley 
told hun be must either demur or answer, and 
could not do both at once. Mr. Exiipe excused 
the absence of picadimgs for the defense be- 
cause he had not received timely notice of the 
motion, and Mr. Ennis, who lives at Rogers 
Park, shifted the responsibility for bis tardi- 
ness upon the snow-drilte. Finally Judge 
Tuley continued the case till next Monday to 
evable the defendants to plead, and granted 
them leave to answer the bill without waiving 
the right to demur to its legal sulliciency. 

The principa) of the grammar scboe! ie Philip 
Recker, who claims to be ot uasectarian views 
in religion. Of the other defendants, who con- 
stitute the Board ot Directors, D. W. Kean is a 
Methodist, Joseph Kine a Catholic, and C. H. 
Ceperiey is not a member of any eburech. Am- 
davits of all the defendants are in the bands of 
Mr. Exline. They set forth the diversity in the 
religiols views of the defendants in order to 
avert the suspicion of sectarian prejudice. The 
affidavit of the principal defendant, Recker, 
furthermore avers that the buoy Stephen was 
never required to unite in the prayers.of the 
school, but only to observe a respectful de- 
corum during the hour of prayer, and that 
when told to rest his head upon bis band be 
fiatiy refused, and said witb an air of Insolence: 
** | don't bare to. adding that bis brotper had 
told him he need not do so. There are other 
affidavits whieh Mr. Exline proposes tq, 
offer at the proper time from children 
in the school which confirm the 
account siven by Me. Recher. Helle Henson, 
Belle Easter, and Sadie Cameron swear that 
Stephen was to blame, and the witnesses for the 
defense pretty generally concur in making 
Stevie out to be an unruly boy in whom the 
suggestion of “ conscientious’ scruples” is a 
tritie iudicrous. On the other hand, it is ob- 
served that a great many hardened reprobates 
have deen punctilious in the observances of 
the Roman Catbolic religion. 

The affidavits for the defense are not yet on 
file, but a counter-affidayit far the boy is with 
the Olerk of the court, sworn toby Henry 
Daly, a schooiboy who sat oniy two seats away 
from Stephen. Harry Duly swears that he and 
three other children, Edmund and Stephen 
Tuohy and Maryaret Lyons, took no part in the 
prayer, and did not assume the requisit posi- 
tion, but all sat respectfully and quietly; that 
the Principal, Mr. Recher, singled out Steve 
Ennis and ordered bim to take the posi- 
tion of prayer and tnite in the exer 
cises, which the boy respectfully and 
politely refused to do, saying that be did not 
come there to say prayera, and that bis brother 
did not wish him to say prayers or unite in re- 
hgious worship. Recher thereupon repeated 
the demand, and upon the refusai of Stephen 
to obey ordered him to take his books and go 
home. ana not to return until he was willing to 
unite in religious worship. Stephen, the affida- 
vit alleges, was neither deflant, impudent, nor 
saucy; be satin an orderiy position, and had 
not been guilty of whispering or other mis- 
conduct, nor did the amant ever see 
bim guilty of any misconduct whatsoever 
during the bour of prayer. Harry Daly 
further swears that Stephen was no more 
guilty of disobedience to the rules than 
be himself and three others, who were not re- 
quired to take the position of prayer: that 
about Feb. 18, since the commencement of this 
suit, Recher, during school bours, addressed 
his pupils for aimost three-quarters of aa hour 
about the suit, urging them to support the 
school and the teacher, and assuring them that 
it they did not do so a policeman would come 
and take them.“ and on several subsequect oc- 
casions the defendant is averred to have deliv- 
ered similar harangues. Harry says be sat 
close by Stephen, and that the girls who signed 
the affidavits for the defendant sat far away 
from him. 

Some of Mr. Ennis’ friends tel! him he should 
have made the prayer of the bill even broader, 
and asked an injunction against tbe offering of 
prayers of any sort in the school-room. He 
thinks, however, that it will be sufficieut if he 
can show that Catboiic children cannot be com- 
— to couform to Protestant modes of wor- 
sulp.

A Murderer Captured After a Long

Of the 208 discharged, 84 were restored to 
reason—males 41, females 43. Sixty-eight were 
relieved, fifty-four were discharged not im- 
proved, and two were dismissed as 
not insane when admitted. The per- 
centage of recoveries on the total num- 
ber discharged 8 the biennial period re- 
ported upon wag 34. The ratio of mortality 
to the average number treated was 2,08 per 
cent, and in 1884 alone 4 per cent. trus- 
tees submit an estimate askmg an appropria- 
tion of $150,000 to construct a building furnish- 
ing accommodations for 300 more patients.

GORDON’S LETTERS. 
AN OUTLINE OF THE SITUATION. 


Loxpox, Feb. 23.—The Egyptian Blue Book, 
issued today, contains a letter sent by Gen. 
Gordon to Gen. Lord Wolseley, dated Nov. 4, 
1884. This says: 

have five steamers and nine guns at Me- 
temneh awaiting your orders. I can hold out 
forty days longer with ease; after that it will 
be difficult.. The loss of Col. Stewart is ter- 
rible. I told him to give you all the informa- 


to Sept. 10. The Mahdi is eight miles from 
Khartoum. Sennaar is all right. The garri- 
son there is aware that you are coming. My 
journal from Sept. 10 to date is on board one 
of the steamers which you will find at Metem- 
peh. I continue to have occasional fights with 
the Arabs. It is rumored that all the Euro- 
peans with the Mahdi, including Siatin Bey 
and the Nuns, have become Mussulm ans. 


A GARBLED STATEMENT EXPOSED. 

It appears from a letter dated Dec. 14 that 
Gordon never said “I can hold out for years,” 
as bas been published, but, on the contrary, 
declared that food was scarce and relief should 
be sent him at once. “Lupton Bey has sur- 
rendered. I have sent out scores of messages 
in all directions during the last eight months. 
Do not send private letters to me; the risk is 
too great. Do not write me in cipher; I have 
none, and it is no use. The Mahdi knows every- 
thing. Take the road from Abukel to Metem- 
neh. You need not fear the Mahdi. Both the 
Greek Consul and the Austrian Consul are safe. 
The Mabdi has captured a letter from the King 
of Abyssinia tome. Your expedition, as I un- 
derstand, is for the relief of the garrison of 
Khartoum, which I failed to accomplish. I de- 
cline to admit it is for the rescue of me per- 
sonally.” 

THE GOVERNMENT AUTHORITIES BITTERLY AR- 
RAIGNED. 

A letter from Gen. Gordon, dated Sept. 9, 
contains tne following statements: We have 
sufficient money and provisions here at Khar- 
toum to last four months. At the ex@iration 
of that period we shall be m@ch embarrassed. 
At Sennaar there is doura enough. The garri- 
son at Galahat and the people in that neighbor- 
hood are continually fighting, and the inhabit- 
ants are opposed to the false Mahdi. Although 
we wrote you it was impossible to send Col. 
Stewart to Berber, on account of many things 
which occurred here, we afterward saw fit 
to send him, together with the French 
and English Consuls, in a small 
steamer to Dongola to communicate 
with „the British commander there 
concerning the Soudan.

While you are eat- 
ing, and drinking, and resting in good beds we 
and those with us, soldiers and servants, are 
watching night and day trying to quell the 
movement of the Mahdi. Of course you take 
no interest to suppress this rebellion, the seri- 
ous consequences of which are the reverse of 
victories for you. Neglect thereof won't do. 
Stewart starts in twodays. The reason for 
sending him is because you have been silent all 
this while and have neglected us. We have, 
lost time without domg any good. If troops be 
sent us the rebellion will cease. When they 
‘reach Berber the inhabitants will return to 
their former occupations. Therefore it is 
hoped you will listen to all Stewart tells you 
and regard it seriously. Send the troops we 
have asked for without delay.“ 

AN URGENT APPEAL FOR ASSISTANCE. 

Gen. Gordon also instructed a messenger 
sent from Khartoum Dec. 14 to deliver the fol- 
lowing message to Lord Wolseley: 

„Don't scatter your troops. Bring plenty of 
troops. Enemy numerous. We still hold Om- 
durman. The Mabdi's lines are beyond Muns- 
tro. The Mahdi a month ago attacked Omdur- 
manand disabled one of our steamers, We 
disabled one of their guns. Fighting was re- 
newed on the south side three days later, and 
the rebels were again repulsed. Come quickly. 
Don’t leave Berber in the rear. Keep the 
enemy in your front. Don't let rumors of your 
approach spread. 

ADVICE TO THE RELIEF EXPEDITION. 

The blue book concerning Egypt contains a 


summary of the letters sent by Gen. Gordon 
on various dates from April 21 to July 31, 1884. 
In these Gen. Gordon says: 

* Let the relief expedition follow the right 
bank of fhe Nile from Wady-Halfa to Berber, 
in the hope of surprising Berber.

BRITISH PERFIDY. 
ENGLAND'S ALLIANCE WITH ITALY DENOUNCED 

BY THE TURKS IN UNMEASURFED TERMS. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Feb. 23.—|Via Mackay- 
Bennett Cable to The Tribune.|—Notwith- 
standifig all the explanations given by the 
Italian and British Governments in respect to 
the landing of Italian troops, the Turkish Min- 
istry still look upon the matter as an under- 
handed movement ot Mr. Gladstone, and that 
Tripoli nas been promised to Italy, despite her 
disclainiers, as the price of ber assistance in 
crushing the Mahdi. A Turkish statesman 
said to your correspondent the other day: 

» Why should England have applied to Italy 
rather thau to us when the aid of foreign 
soldiers was required? Nd, it is evident that 
Mr. Gladstone will have nothing to do with us, 
and yet he is very wrong. for the Caliph's 
spiritual influence on the side of England in 
Egy pt would immediately increase her strength. 


Turkey has done no harm to Eugland's interests, 


while France and Germany have done much, 
and Russia is only watching for a chance to do 
more injury than either. Had the British Gov- 
ernment but sought our aid in the beginning 
all this bloodshed and expense migbt have been 
spared. He who rules in Upper Egypt 
must exercise authority over the Sou- 
dan, as in that country lies the source 
of the life-giving element, without which 
Lower Egypt would be ddesert. Mohammed 
Ali well understood tbis, and it was to insure 
control of the Nile floods more than to swell 
the number of his subjects by the addition of 
savage negro hordes that the old lion of Egypt 
sent expedition after expedition across 
the Nubian deserts to effect the conquest 
of that mysterious river. A piece of engineer- 
ing not beyond the powerof aruler of the 
Soudan like the Mahdi would be to divert the 
surpius water and rainfall into another clan- 
nel. Then there would be no such rise of 
the Nile as pow forms the prosperity of 
Lower Egypt. It is useless for Engiand to 
think of beating the Mabdi and then retiring. 
The Arab power will revive with the departure 
of the British troops, and the command of the 
Nile will again fall into the hands of 
those who will ever be hostile to 
Egypt as long aS it is under 
the dominion of Christian-like rulers. Why 
did not Fngiand cordially invite us to assist in 
the work of establishing orderin Egypt? We 
could have done this’ without bloodshed, 
whereas by following the path England has 
chosen the lives lost up to the present are 
nothing compared with what will beere the 
task of England is ended.”

PROGRAM OF THE CONSERVATIVE PEERS. 

Lonpown, Feb. 23.—At a meeting of the Con- 
servative Peers, held at the residence of the 
Marguis of Salisbury this evening, it was 
unanimously resolved to move in the House 
of Lords a vote of censure against the Goy- 
ernment for its Egyptian policy. 

HARTINGTON’S EXPLANATION. 

In the House of Commons this evening the 
Marquis of Hartington, Secretary of State for 
War, stated that in preparing the Nile expe- 
dition under Gen. Woiseley the Government 
had considered the Suakin-Berber route im- 
practicable. 

He also said no advance upon Khartoum was 
probable before next autumn, when the rail- 
way from Suakin to Berber would be complet- 
ed, rendering that route practicable. 

THE GOVERNMENT ARRAIGNED BY NORTHCOTE. 

Northcote, in presence of the full House, 
rose and moved a humble address, of which he 
gave notice Thursday, to be nted to the 
Queen, representing that the course pursued 
by the Government in regard to Egypt and the 
Soudan has involved a great sacrifice of 
valuable lives and heavy expenses with- 
out any beneficial results, rendering it 
imperatively necessary to the interest of the 
British Empire and the Egyptian people that 
the Government should distinctly recognize 
and take decided measures to fulfill the respon- 
sibility now incumbent upon them for 
good and stable government in Egypt and 
those portions of the Soudan necessary for its 
security. Northcote said be Was aware that 
the making of the motion involved serious re- 
sponsibility to himseif, but he was prepared to 
assert that the Government had failed to con- 
duct affairs m Egypt in a manner 
satisfactory to the public or beneficial 
to Egypt. The Government had not taken, 
nor was it now taking, steps to establish a stable 
government in Egypt. Twice last year the 
House of Commons to a certain extent ac- 
quitted the Government, and many members 
felt bound to support the Government, al- 
though dissatisfied in their own minds with the 
manner in which Affairs in Egypt were con- 
ducted. He was ied to believe that satisfactory 
0 8 were being undertaken, but so far 
his expectations bad been largely, if not en- 
tirely, disappointed. The Government had

It was,“ he said, Impossible to retain confi- 
dence in the Government with the fear always 
uppermost that it would, by ite after course, 
destroy by words the effect of what it was do- 
ing. The Government must drop the habit of 
evading troubles by the adoption of a few 
smart phrases. 

** We are getting daily into deeper water, 
and, Whatever the consequences may be, I 
feel compelled to summon the House to pro- 
nounce a verdict in our case, the same as it 
bas done on previous occasions, with the addi- 
tional experience of the value of the Ministry's 
promise and the success of the Ministry's action. 
it is impossible for any Government to com- 
mand success when it is dependent on the sup- 
port of two sections, one urging abandonment, 
the other supporting its policy of advance, 
The greatest difficulty among many En- 
gland has to encounter is in the hearts of ber 
Majesty's Ministers.” [Cheers.] 

AN AMENDMENT TO SALISBURY’S MOTION. 

In the House of Lords this evenme, Baron 
Wentworth, Liberal, gave notice that he would 
move an amendment to Earl Salisbury’s mo- 
tion concerning the Government’s Egyptian 
policy, to the effect that ber Majesty's forces 
should not occupy the Soudan any longer than 
necessary, and that, in the interests of Egypt 
and the British Empire, it was undesirable to 
prevent the Egyptian people from exercising 
the right of selecting their own Government. 


THE COLONIAL PATRIOTS. 

Earl Carnarvon implored Earl Derby, Secre- 
tary of State for the Colonies, to let nothing 
stand in the way of the acceptance by the Gov- 
ernment of the offers which had been made by 
the colonies and which would enable the colo- 
nies to act in the fleld in one body with the 
Queeu's army.

THE TORIES GENTLY PRODDED. 

In the House of Commons John Morley, 
Liberal, offered an amendment to the motion 
of censure in favor ot the evacuation of the 
Soudan. He refrained from expressing an 
opinion on the policy of the Government, but 
regretted the decision to smash the Mahdi. 
Morley said the Tories were partially blamable 
for the death of Gen. Gordon through their 
importuning the Government with questions 
and preventing compliance with Gen. Gordon's 
request for the assistance of ZeSehr Pasha. 
Sometbing might still be done, he thougbt, by 
negotiating with the Mahdi, but the soudan 
must be left to the Soudanese, 

GLADSTONE PRAISES GORDON AND EXPLAINS 
THE KHARTOUM EPISODE—HIS DEFENSE. 

Gladstone paid a tribute to the devotion of 
Gen. Gordon, saying his one object in life was 
to do good to all, irrespective of race, color, or 
creed. Gladstone repeated what Morley bad 
said regarding Zebebr Pasha. He denied that 
the Government bad any reason last year to 
suppose that Gen. Gordon was in imminent 
danger. Gen. Gordon’s own dispatches, said 
Gladstone, bad led the Government to believe 
that be would retreat with his garrison south- 
ward if possible. The Government had 
not wavered or swerved a bair’s breadth from 
its covenant to send Gen. Gordon assistance 
when necessary and when possible to do so. 
He referred to statements of Gen. Gordon's 
Colonels that under no circumstances could 
relief have been timely, as Farag had long ago 
agreed to betray Khartoum as soon as the 
British arrived. Gladstone said he tully shared 
in the regret for the loss of the galiant officer, 
Gen. Gordon; but there was some comfort in 
believing that no great effusion of biood had 
occurred at Khartoum, England's wmis- 
sion in the Soudan was the safety 
of Egypt. The Government might 
have committed errors of judgment, 
but througbout it had acted with honesty of 
purpose. He feit satisfied that no other course 
was open to them. He referred to better Gov- 
ernment and other reforms established in 
Egypt, and said there was no longer any danger 
of a rupture with France, which had cordiaily 
assisted in a measure which he hoped in a few 
days to see formally completed, and which 
should save Egypt from bankruptcy. ‘If Sir 
Stafford Northcote wanted to establish good, 
Stable government in the Soudan, such 
covenant was not compatible with 
common prudence, because it meant 
the establishment of British, Christian 
government over the Mahommedans. This 
would entail an endless struggle, for the peo- 
ple were courageous by birth and were made 
reckless by tanaticism. The Government de- 
clined to enter into any covenant not reasona- 
ble and prudent. Even without a determina- 
tion to smash the Mahdi, the Suakin expedi- 
tion was necessary to secure the retirement of 
the troops. If the House thought the Govern- 
ment had failed in its duty the latter 
would cheerfully accept the verdict, but if 
they believed it had acted with good intentions 
and without palpable errors of judgment, he 
hoped they would give expression to their con- 
fidence, and thus strengthen the hand of the 
whole country in the face of the world. [Pro- 
longed cheering. } 

THEY SYMPATHIZE WITH THE MAHDI. 

Several speakers of less prominence then ad- 
dressed the House. Redmond said the Irish 
people desired to see the Mahdi successful in 
his struggie for liberty. Adjourned. 

SASISBURY SERVES ANOTHER NOTICE. 

The Marquis of Salisbury gave notice that in 
the House of Lords Thursday next he wouid 
move that the deplorable failure of the Soudan 
expedition ‘to attain its object was due 
to the undecided councils of the Gov- 
ernment and culpable delay attending 
the commencement of operations; and, sec- 
ondly, that the Government's policy of aban- 
doning the whole of the Soudan after the con- 
clusion of military operations would be dan- 
gerous to Egypt and inconsistent with the 
interests of the Empire. The notice was re- 
ceived with cheers.

PRINCE HASSAN AS GOVERNOR OF THE SOUDAN,. 

Loxpox, Feb. 23.—Among Parliament papers 
in the Egyptian Blue-Book is a dispatch from 
Sir Evelyn Baring. British Consul-General at 
Alexandria, dated Dec. 28, to Earl Granville, in 
which be says Prince Hassan visited him and 
expressed a desire to be the new ruler of 
Khartoum. The proposal was communicated 
to Gen. Wolseley, who telegraphed Feb. 11 
that if Prince Hassan were sent to 
stay with the Mudir of Dongola 4 
month it might have a very good effect. He 
suggested that Prince Hassan be appointed the 
Khedive’s High Commissioner with the English 
army, with power over all the Mudirs and civil 
authorities in the Soudan.

ITS STRATEGIC IMPORTANCE. 

Dobbeh. or Dabba, the town around which it 
is proposed to concentrate the British forces in 
the Soudan during the coming summer, stands 
upon the left bank of the Upper Nile, at the 
southern extremity of its great bend to the 
westward. It lies about fifteen miles south- 
east of Old Dongola, and rather more than 
forty-three almost due west of Korti, the pres- 
ent British headquarters. Seen from the river 
it presents the slovenly and half-ruinous ap- 
pearance characteristic of all Arab towns, 
slightly relieved, however, by the picturesque- 
ness of the graceful date-palms and other trop- 
ical trees that cluster around it. But its posi- 
tion at the junction of the great caravan 
routes which run northward, from Darfour, 
El Obeid (the Capital of Kordofan), and Khar- 
toum itself give it a considerable egic im- 
portance. It was formerly selectea by the 
Egyptian Government as the terminus of its 
projected railway across the udah Desert to 
Metemneh and Shendy, a me approved at 


the time by Gen. Gordon, but never carried 
into execution.

The Troubles of the Transcontinental 
Association. 

A meeting of the Transcontinental Assovia- 
tion isto be held here Thursday or Friday of 
this week for the purpose of considering what 
is to be done to place the pool in work- 
ing order. At present the affairs of 
the association are considerably mixed up. 
The agreement adopted at the late meeting in 
San Francisco cannot be put in effect because 
the Texas & Pacific (Missouri Pacific) refuses 
to sign it in its present shape. This company 
demands that the St. Louis & San Francisco 
and the New Orleans & Houston line of the 
Southern Pacifie must become members 
of the pool before it will sign any 
agreement. Another difficulty the association 
has to deal with is to find an acceptabie person 
as Commissioner of the pool. It is understood 
that Mr. C. W. Smith, at present General 
Manager of ‘the Chesapeake & Ohio Rail- 
road, towhom the position of Commissioner 
was iately t has peremptorily 
declined it. The present Acting Commuission- 
er, L. G. Cannon, is not acceptabie to all the 
lines. The most serious trouble, however, is 
regarding the maintenance of rates from sea- 
board and other Eastern points to the Pacific 
coast. It is understood that the trunk lines re- 
fuse to longer maintain the rates agreed upon 
a month or two ago, as the Southern Pacific's 
New Orleans line (Sunset route) continues to 
get away with the bulk of the seaboard bust 
ness, and it is claimed that it does this by sys- 
tematically cutting th agreed rates. 


John R. McLean as Receiver of the 
Cincinnati & Eastern. 
Crxcinnati, O., Feb. 23.— Special.] — John 
R. Mo Lean of the Cincinnati Enquirer has ac- 
cepted an appointment as receiver of the Cin- 
einnati & Eastern Railroad, vice Samuel Wood- 
ward resigned.

President McGill, after bypothecating dupli- 
cate securities to the amount of a third of a 
million dollars, committed suicide by jumping 
from the door ef the baggrage-car as one ot 
trains was runumg over a high trestle. 
Th stock ¢then became unmarketable 
and the bonds have been selling at a few 
cents on the dollar. Lately the bolders of the 
road’s securities have been demanding that a 
man of energy be placed at the bead of affairs.

He bought Ohio & Missis- 
sippi securities, and was backed by the English 
holders, but was opposed by the Baltimore &

SILVER COINAGE. 

RANDALL'S PROGRAM WITH REGARD TO THE 
SUNDRY CIVIL BILL. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 23.—[Special.]— 
Congress is entering upon the last week of its 
life. The indications now point away from an 
extra session, but in Congress it is always dif- 
ficult to tell what a day may bring forth. The 
House Appropriations Committee bas nearly 
completed its work. It was in session the 
whole night to finish the great Sundry Civil 
bill, which carries $40,000,000. It is proposed 
to pass this monstrous bill under a suspension 
of the rules without debate. That bill 


contains the provision to suspend the 
coinage of the silver dollar. Tu pass 
the measure under euspension of the 
rules it must be treated as a whole. It cannot 
be considered otherwise, except by unanimous 
consent. Randall knows that the supporters 
of si'ver would resort to filibustering to pre- 
vent the passage of the bill with the suspen- 
sion provision in it. A handful of filibusters 
might not only defeat that bill, but cause an 
extra seasion. Randall's purpose is to ask the 
unanimous consent of the House that the Sun- 
dry Civil bill shall be passed by suspension of 
the rules as to all its items except that which 
authorizes the suspension of the coinage of 
the silver dollar, and that shall be considered 
regularly in Committee of the Whole. That 
would be a curious method of legislation.

GRECIANS VEFEATED AT HARVARD 

The war over the dead languages in our 
colleges has just been signalized by a great 
victory at Harvard for the anti-Grecians. The 
faculty of that progressive institution have 
just decided by a vote of thirty liberals to 
two conservatives that Greek shall no longer 
be a necessary branch for students who de- 
sire to enter the portals of Harvard. Those 
whose plans or aptitudes lead them to prefer 
other courses of study may disregard Greek 
entirely in their preparations for examina- 
tion. Proficiency in other branches will be 
accepted in lieu of the Greek which has been 
hitherto demanded. Reference to the article 
printed on another page will give the details 
of the new requirements. The gist of the 
change is that Latin, science, and the modern 
languages are accepted as substitutes for the 
Greek, which has always been compulsory, 
and that a young man may hereafter enter 
and go through Harvard without so much as 


learning the Greek alfabet. 


This enlightened action puts Harvard in 

the van of American universities, It is im- 
possible for any one to doubt that the people 
of this country have long desired to see the 
study of Greek relegated to the few who 
wished to pursue it and to have an end put 
to the system by which every student, no 
matter what might be his personal appetite 
for a different kind of learning or what his 
needs for another equipment for the struggle 
of life, was compelled to pore over the verbal 
relics of an ancient civilization. Our civili- 
zation is able to possess itself of all the treas- 
ures of the Bible and to maintain all the in- 
stitutions which are founded upon it without 
compelling the study of the Hebrew tongue 
in our institutions of learning, and it is impos- 
sible to answer the arguments of those who 
have pointed out that all that is worth any- 
thing n Greek literature and ideas can be 
equally well secured in the splendid English 
translations without exacting the study of 
the vernacular, the envelope, from all the 
scholars in our universities. 
The forward step of the faculty of Har- 
vard is only another advance in a movement 
which has been gomg ever since Roger 
Bacon fought for the recognition of the 
claims of science in the revival of the new 
learning in England centuries ago. The di- 
vergence between life and the preparations 
for life in our college towns has always been 
felt by wise men to be a grave evil. The 
courses of study gave so much attention to 
the classical languages that no time was left 
for the classical learning. Graduates found 
that they had acquired a doubtful and vanish- 
ing facility in construing the verbal idioms 
of Greek, but had caught almost nothing of 
the knowledge, and wit, and literary beauty 
which those idioms conveyed to the Greek 
mind, No really collegiate mind wishes to 
make the youth of try devote the 
precious years of scholastic enthusiasm to 
the mere amassing of what might be called 
the lingo of learning, the mere signs and 
sounds which conveyed Greek ideas, when 
the ideas themselves lay before the student 
in his own tongue, But few can doubt that 
the study of the dead janguages” as it 
had come to be carried on was a barrie? to 
the acquisition of the real learning which 
they preserved for mankind for so many long 
centuries of darkness. Generations of schol- 
ars have devoted themselves to extracting the 
meat from thesé shells of language; it is 
time that our colleges, recognizing this, should 
cease poring over the shells and give their 
frequenters a taste of the reality. 

It is still necessary for those who enter 
Harvard to pass an examination in Greek or 
latin. The first result of the efforts of 

President Eliot, one of the broadest and most 
truly cultured educators of the day, to mod- 
ernize the curriculum of Harvard was that a 
student after having entered the college need 
not pursue the study of the dead languages 
unless he chose to do so. Now he has car- 
tied his position one step farther. It is no 
longer indispensable that the ye for 


studied Latin alone. ‘Whe nant aap will 1 be 
the admission of students who have devoted 
themselves to neither, but can offer in their 
place an equivalent in science and the living 
languages, say French or German. The 
course of study after entrance has been 80 
liberalized that little more remains to be 
done except to perfect the courses, the main 
lines of whieh have been already determined. 
Science and history, including American and 
British, will hold more important positions 
hereafter than heretofore. Harvard has 
placed itself by its progressive reform far in 
advance of the English universities and of 
all others in this country. Its new policy 
will do a vast deal to change our plan of edu- 
cation from its old-fashioned attempt to run 
all minds through one in variable mold to that 
of a gymnasium where the intellectual body 
may be developed on all its sides to its max- 
imum strength and beauty, The more nearly 
we do that the more shall we be truly Gre- 
elan. 


ITALY IN Karl. 

There is an unknown factor in the Egyp- 
tion problem which may yet work trouble 
and precipitate the Eastern question afresh 
upon Europe. Early in the present montl 
the Italian Government sent an expedition 
to Assab, one of the little colonies at the ex- 
tremity of the Red Sea, opposit Aden, osten- 
sibly to punish some of the adjacent natives 
who had murdered two Italian traders. It 
was thought at that time that the expedition 
was out of proportion to the purpose for 
which it was sent, and this opinion was con- 
firmed by the speedy dispatch of a second in 
still larger force. Since that time two more 
have been sent and the entire Red Sea littoral 
as far as Massowah has now been occupied, 
to the exclusion of the Egyptian garrison at 
the latter place, which was coolly ordered 
out and provided with transportation back 
to Cairo by the Italians 

In making this occupation the Italians 
have trespassed upon the rights of Abyssinia 
and directly invaded the authority of Tar- 
key. Abyssinia will be easily satisfied, be- 
eause she is not strong enough to make an 
effective resistance; but the Turkish protest 
is not to be satisfied so easily, particularly if, 
as now appears, France and Russia are quiet- 
ly urging her on. The link between Italy 
and England is supplied by the formal 
tender of assistance made by the former to the 
latter. That tender has been considered, 
and, though England may urge that she has 
not accepted it, it is equally true that she has 
not refused it. In other words, the offer re- 
mains open and may be accepted at any time. 
It is believed in Turkey, indeed, that Eu- 
gland and Italy have concluded a secret 
treaty. Against this Italian occupation the 
Porte has protested to every Power in 
Europe. 

liow will the tangle come out? As the 
situation now stands, Turkey has asked Italy 
to withdraw from Massowah, and Italy has 
replied that she will not budge from there, 
and has even admitted through her War 
Minister that there is the possibility of a 
military understanding with England. Tur- 
key has been requested to occupy the Red 
Sea ports by England, but, as might have 
been expected, she declines to do so unless 
England will evacuate Egypt and Italy quit 
Massowah, Turkey has the same rights in 
Cairo and Alexandria and all over Lower 
Egypt that she has on the Red Sea littoral, 
and if she is called upon to occupy ene por- 
tion of her alleged territory, why not the 
whole of it? Sheis as sovereign in Alex- 
andria as she is fn Massowah, and why 
should she hoist her flag along the Red Sea 
by the side of the English and Italian flags 
or be expected to help enforce their authority 
by her presence in one part of a country 
over the whole of which she claims to exer- 
cise a quasi authority? The position as- 
sumed by England that Turkey may inter- 
vene, upon condition that she is in accord 
with England, does not seem to be a logical 
one. If she intervenes at all it will be more 
likely an intervention to enforce her own au- 
thority, backed by some of the Powers who 
are hostile to England, ahd from present ap- 
pearances those Powers are France and 
Russia, 

The Italian connection with the drama 
now being enacted in, Egypt will therefore 
be watched with interest. If the Powers of 
Europe are disposed to precipitate the East- 
ern question again it is an opportune time, 
while England is hampered with her Soudan 
war and threatened troubles in India. The 
part that Germany would play may be easily 
imagined, Having no interest in the Eastern 
question that is of paramount importance, 
what would the iron-helmeted freebooter do 
but improve his chance to go on crabbing, 
just as he has been doing after he had helped 
to tie England by one Jeg in Egypt? And 
what in case of a European complication 
would he more naturally grab than the 
Netberlands ? And how could England, the 
only interested party, prevent it? 


WORK DONE BY THE CITIZENS. 

In distributing the praise fgr the famdus 
victory which was won in Judge Blodgett's 
court-room last week over the gang the 
Citizens’ Committee must come in for a 
large share of the plaudits. It was the 
money raised by their efforts which defrayed 
the heavy expenses that were necessarily in- 
curred, and it was the watchful vigilance of 
their representatives which met every move 
of the gang with acheckmate.

Stack made a pretty 
picture as Venus, and while her vo.ce is some- 
what limited in power, and sbows a want of 
coloring in the dramatic passages, still sho pro- 
duced some effect helped Tannhäuser carry 
the scene.

An Important Test Case of the lowa 
Prohibitory Statutes. 

A test case of great importance, involving 
the legality of the lowa Liquor law, was begun 
two weeks ago in the United States Circuit 
Court here by Bowman Bros., brewers at Mar- 
_shalitown, Ia., against tne Chicago & Nortb- | 
western Railroad Company. The action is 
nominally one to recover $1,200 for failing to 
ship from Chicago to Marsbalitown, Ia., 1,000 
kegs of beer, but in reality it is to test the va- 
lidity of a provision of the Iowa Liquor law 

ion makes it a peval offense for any 
person who does not bare a proper 
permit to deal in uors to 
carry any liquor into the State of Iowa. - The 
law also provides that no railroad company 
Shall carry any beer or other liquor into tne 
State consigned to any person other than one 
who basa permit, under certain penalties. 
This permit is only granted by the Board of 
Supervis rs of a county, on petition of the res- 
idents of the ward or district in which the 
would - e liquor-seller resides, and then it only 
allows a party to vend liquors for medicinal, 
culfpary, or sacramental purposes. Bowman 
Bros. are large brewers, but owing to the 
otringency of che law have found it impossibie 
to dispose of their product. They claim, in 
support ot their suit and against the constitu- 
tionality of the jaw, that the Constitution of the 
United States provides that Congress shall 
have the power to rewulete commerce among 
the several States and with foreign nations 
and Indian tribes. Under the lowa law it was 
unconstitutional and incompetent for the 
State to prohibit the importation of 
liquors or other commodities so as to binder 
commerce. They prohibited importation ex- 
cept to a person having a permit to sell liquors, 
and as the Svpervisors were not under any ob- 
ligations to grant permits the law might cut 
off all importation. Tne question aa to the 
constitutionality of the law is raised by the 
same brewers in the State Courts in lowain a 
suit now pending, but that case could not de- 
cide the rights or !iability of a railrosd com- 
pany, and the present suit is brought for that 
specific purpose. The Attorney-General of 
lowa will be informed of the present suit and 
will undoubtedly intervene and defend. _

New Tonk. Feb. 23.—[(Special.|—New York 
City elbowed its way into Madison Square Gar- 
dep tonight and kicked up its heels in honor of 
Arion of Lesbos.

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ting murder but for a particular article in the 
Cornhill Magazine. I don't often read maga- 
zine articles, but this one was brought to my 
notice in a rather exceptional way.

It set forth how a nice young 
curate, by name Walter Dene, of charming 
manners and artistic taste—a man who showed 
the tenderest solicitude for little sick giris and 
a touching consideration even for their aged 
grandmothers—was impelled, by pressure of 
cireumstances, to murder his uncle. I had 
always had a prejudice against murderers, 
whom I pictured to myself as Vulgar and 
brutal persons like the late Mr. Peace, but 1 
began to see that there might be another side 
to the question. The story showed in the cicar- 
est and most unmistakable manner that Walter 
Dene really bad no alternative. He had not 
thé least wish to murder his uncle, but the old 


gentieman formed an obstacle to Walter's 
union h an amiable and deserving young 
lady, and N was lutely necessary that he 


should be . Accordingly Walter makes 
up Ms mind to remove him, and does so, stab- 
bing him artisticaliy in the back with a bowie- 
knife. It shows the natural kind-heartedness 
of the man that, having in withdrawing thé 
Knife accidentally wounded the paw of the 
murdered man's favorit spaniel, Walter Dene 
sits down quietly by the side of the corpse and 
binds up the Gog’ s wounded limb with bis own 
I had reached this point 
in the story when the foiding-doors opened. 
My dentist appeared in the opening, with his 
ususl crocodile smile (I never could realize 
crocodiles’ tears, but I can picture their smile 
exactly), and beckoned me in. I had to lay 
dqwn the story unfinished, and to this day I 
dont know what ultimately became of the 
tender-hearted murderer. 

For the next half hour or so my atten- 
tion was diverted from the subject by ex- 
treme personal discomfort, but on leaving 
the chamber of horrors and regainmg the 
street tke history came back to me with 
renewed vividness. I found myself examining 
Walter Dene's arguments for the suppression of 
his uncle with a sort of personal interest. For 


I, too, have an uncle, I. too, love (and am be- 


loved by) a charming girl, and my uncle is the

Surely if Walter Dene 
was excusable in getting rid of such a com- 
paratively inoffensive uncle as his I should be 
more than justified in removing mine. And 
then, again, there was nobody to regret my 
uncle. Walter Dene's uncle may have had any 
number of other relations: it is clear that be 
had at least one other nephew, because Walter 
had a brother. My uncle bad not a sou! in 
the world to regret him but myself, and if 
I was prepared to waive my personal feel- 
ings surely no onéelse bad any right to in- 
tegfere. Of course I am not talking of the 
legal aspect of the question. It has always 
been my principle to let the lawyers have 
as little as possible to do with my affairs, 
amd so delicate a matter as the present must 
clearly be kept as remote as possible trom legal 
complications.

At best it is an 
expedient that can only be justified by abso- 
jute necessity, and an error of judgment may 
place you in an extremely painful position. In 
my own case, for instance, the suppression of 
my uncle, which appeared so eminently desir- 
able, would in reality have been quite the re- 
verse, and if I had succeeded 1 shoulda never 
have forgiven myself. Henceforth I intend to 
devote my best energies to cherish my worthy 
relative’s deciiuing years and keep him alive 
as long as I possibly can. I bave already sug- 
gested his devoting a reasonable portion of bis 
annuity to a good heavy insurance on bis own 
life. If Lean only induce him to do this my 
mind will be at peace. At any rate, whatever 
— I shall have done my duty.—Bel- 
gravia.

ADMISSION TO HARVARD. 
Another Blow at the Greek Incubus— 
Greek to Be on a Par with 


Hebrew. 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Feb. 17. [From an Oc- 
easional Correspondent of the New York Trib- 
uné.|--A week ago today there was presented 
to the faculty of Harvard College a report 
which radically changes the system of examina- 
tiens for admission. It was the outcome of 
the fight that had been raging in the faculty 
for many months. and it was virtually a 
triumph for President Eliot and those of bis 
subordinates who believe more or less in the 
doctrine of Charles Francis Adams Jr., 
Prof, Youmans of New York, aud the 
other enemies of the dead languages. 

* 

The fest practical result of the 
egitation of this ancient and time-bonored 
question was the extension of the elective sys- 
tem so that after a boy got into Harvard he did 
not bave to study Latin and Greek unless he 
chose. Now he can get in without studying more 
than one of them. The Liberals of the faculty 
wanted the entrance examination in the class 
ics. made wholly optional. The conservatives 
resisted strenuously. The consequence was 
that half-way views were adopted. The com- 
promise will be only a temporary one, and be- 
fore many years the triumph of the radicals 
will be complete. The committee presenting 
this report comprised President Eliot and Profs. 
Smith, Cooke, Dunbar, Goodwin, Bocher, Gur 
ney, Pierce, and MacVane. Today the faculty 
adopted the repurt by a vote of 30 to 2.

He can satisfy the requirements and be ad- 
mitted by passing (a) on ali the elementry 
studies and on at least two ot the advanced 
studies; (d) on all the elementary studies ex- 
cept either German or French, and on at least 
three of the advanced tas on all the

and one of the three numbered 7, 8, and9; or 
(4) on all the elementary studies with the ex- 
ception of either Greek or Latin, and of ei ther 
German or French. and on at least five ad- 
vanced studiés, including No. 6, and one of the 
tbree numbered 7, 8, and 9. 

Of course the most redical change made is 
the possibility given of entering coliewe without 
having studied Greek. This is giveu under com- 
binations (e) and (d) which aiffer widely from 
the common mode of entering college. It will 
be seen that a great number of combinations 
can be made, and that practically ail restraint 
on the avapting of pre-oollege studies to natural 
tastes or circumstances of birth and trainmg 
are removed as far as 1s possible under any 
system of eompetitive examinations. If a boy 
80 chooses he can still enter on the old and wel- 
beaten road. His combination will be (b) tas 
ing all the elementary studies except Nos. 4 or 
5, and advanced studies 1, 2, and 8. The youth

Not alone ta size has the examination system 
been changed. In quality as well as quantity 
radical steps are to be noted. There is a dis- 
tinct reduction of the present prescribed 
Latin; elementary study No. 5 is intended to 
be a moderate increase of the present pre- 
scribed French; and the present requirement 
in physics is distinetly increased by ele 
mentary study 8 (a). Furthermore the amount 
of reading in English is to be somewhat in- 
creased, and the subject is put at the head of 
the list, outranking the venerable dead lau- 
guages. However, Greek, Latin, and mathe- 
matics will continue to have. as they now 
have, much greater weight with the éxaminers 
than any of the rest, 80 jar as the elementary 
st udſes are concerned. The advanced studies 
are supposed to be equivaient in regard to 
the time spent upon them at schoo! and will 
have the same weight in the examinations. 

Another important and novel change to be 
noticed is the introduction of English and 
American history—another blow at dead-ian- 
guage ciassic learning. Then the introduction 
of laboratory work into physics and chemistry 
requirements ie interesting. There are to be 
laboratory examinations where previous 
laboratory work is required. Then also at 
bour of the written examination 
the candidate will be required to band in 
the original notebook in whieb he recorded 
the steps and results of the experiments which 


de performed at school; and this notebook 
must bear the indorsement of bis teacher, cer- 


— 


tifying to the fact that the notes are a [true 
record of the pupil's work. Note also the ex- 
cision ef Latin and Greek position from 
the elementary classics; in fact, it can be 
easily avoided altogether, as it enters into only 
one of the advanced studies. 

The system outlined above is in the direct 
line of advance pursued by President Eliot 
ever since be gave such a wide scope to the 
elective system. It was -shortly after that 
time, over a dozen years ago, that he succeeded 
in inducing the faculty to try an option in the 
admission examinations. Then he introduced 
English as a requisit, following it up with 
physics and chemistry. lo 1878 the first biow 
was struck at the oid classical system by the 
„ method or set

of which was the reading of Greek 
and Latin at sight. The „ sight 


method proved yery popular, and the old pian 
only survived the innovation two or three 
years.

HE WHIPPED THEM WITH A STRAP. 

A case of a father’s alleged inhumanity to 
bis own offspring was brought into Justice 
Woodman's court yesterday by Officer Dudley 
of the Humane Society. August Steinburg. 
the defendant, whose low breeding was con- 
spicuously apparent in bis features, was ac- 
cused by his three sickly, half-starved children 
of cruel treatment, oft repeated. A girl, 12 
years old, told the Justice her father sent her 
out in the coldest weather with twenty-eight 
pounds of fish to sell, and when she failed to 
sell out on account. of the biting 
winds that foreed her to take shelter bebind 
buildings to the neglect of her peddling, be 
would beat her about the body and limbs until 
her flesh was marked in ridges. The other two 
children, 7 and 9 years old, confirmed their 
elder sister’s recital concerning their father’s 
inhuman treatment of them, and said they were 
also whipped if they did not sell the tweoty- 
eight pounds of fish he gave them to dispose of. 
The father said he whipped the children oaly 
once, and that was when they staid out late at 
night. Justice asked him what he 
whipved children with, and he drew from 
his pocket a large strap with a buckle fastened 
to it, and offered it in evidence. He was held 
to the Criminal Court in bonds of $500, and the 
children were turned over into Officer Dudley's 
bands. Steinburg es lawyer objected to the 
action of the Justice in taking the children 
from the father, on the ground that be was en- 
titled to them until after conviction, but the 
court said he would take his chances dh his 
order, as the babies would not be safe with 
such a parent.

WITHOUT PARALLEL. 
CUT IN PIECES, AND THE FRAGMENTS SCATTERED 
OVER MANY MILES. 

The recent death under the wheels of a train 
of M. F. Bell, who was a tailor at No. 4987 
State street, was attended by circumstances 
unparalleled in the almost endless list of deaths 
on the rail. The body of the man was dismem- 
berea and the different parts were not found 
until three days had elapsed, and they were 
found on two different railroads, at points 
miles apart. The Coroner's inquest failed to 
show when, how, or where he was killed. One 
leg was found Friday night on the tracks of the 
Lake Shore & Michigan Southern Road, near 
Fifty-first street. The headiess trunk was 
found the next morning near Eightieth street 
on the tracks of the same road, a distance 
of about five miles from the place where the 
dismembered leg was found. Sunday morna- 
ing the head was found near Grand Crossing, a 
point between the places where the leg and 
trunk were discovered. Sunday afternoon the 
other leg was found near the bridge of the 
Nickel-Plate Railread across the Calumet 
River, ten miles from Grand Crossing, fifteen 
miles from Fifty-first street, and eleven miles 
from Eightieth street. 

Investigation by the jury, by friends of the 
deceased, and by a TRIBUNE reporter bas 
tailed to throw any light upon the accident. 
The circumstances can only be conjectured. 
It is probable that the man was struck by an 
out-boumd Lake Sbore train at Fifty-first 
street. This point is near his home, and it is 
claimed that the dismembered leg was warm 
and bleeding when found. It will be remem- 
bered that there was a great depth of snow on 
the ground at the time. The space between 
the rails was full to the running-gearof the 
cars, and walls of snow lay on either side. 
The body was presumably carried along by 
the runving-gear until Grand Crossing 
was reached. Here a stop was made and the 
body was thrown acroés the rails. When the 
train started up the other leg aud the head were 
severed from the body and left on the track, 
while the trunk was carried as far as Bigbtieth 
street, where it became dislodged and was 
thrown out upon the snow near the track. Fol- 
lowing the Lake Shore train came atrain of the 
Nickel-Plate Road, which uses the Lake Shore 
tracks between Chicago and Grand Crossing. 
The leg which had been left at Grand Crossing 
was caught up and taken over the Nickel-Plate 
tracks by successive trains to the bridge. Yet 
the trains which conveyed the body and 
dismembered portions were inspected at the 
yards at Englewood and Stony Island and at 
Grand Crossing, and it is remarkable that the 
body should not have been seen by the train- 
men. Was the man instantly killed when first 
struck, or did he cling desperately to the run- 
ning-gear fighting for life? 


WHY DID THEY FIGHT? 
THE QUESTION THAT IS TROUBLING A SOUTH 
SIDE NEIGHBORHOOD. 

Last Friday noon Dr. Henry W. Boyd prac- 
ticed his profession and had his office and resi- 
dence at No. 3025 Indiana avenue, and Dr. 
Eggieston Burrows bung his siate upon the 
door of his office, No. 233 Thirty-first street, and 
contracted to cure all of the ills that flesh 
is heir to. Last Saturday noon Dr. Boyd was 
still doing business at the same old stand, but 
Dr. Burrows was nowhere to be found. The 
pair of curtainiess windows which furnished 
his office with light stared across Thirty-first 
street with an expression of mild surprise 
as though they had witnessed something 
unusual, The reception-room was open 
to callers, but the furniture was dis- 
arranged and a general air of disorder 
prevailed. The door of the inner sanctuary 
was locked, but one of its lower panels bore 
the unmistakable impress of an energetic 
boot, and the glass in the transom above it had 
been shattered as with a compact and dc cisive 
pressed brick. Dr. Burrows’ “ shingle” and the 


tin signs which had indicated his whereabouts 
had been thrown in a confused heap beneath 
the reception-room couch, and the hollow toot- 
fall of the inquiring TRIBUNE reporter gave no 
+ a of the presence of life about the 
place. 

The quiet neighborhood was found writhing 
in the throes of a positive sensation, and the 
tradesmen in the vicinity shook their heads 
and smiled mysteriousiy when questioned re- 
warding the whereabouts of the missing 
M. D., the causes of bis sudden depart- 
ure from his usal haunts, and the as- 
tonishing chaos into which his offices had been 
thrown. Finally the reporter struck a vein of 
information, and from the facts he gathered 
be learned that Friday afternoon. about 4 
o'clock Dr. Burrows, in company with William 
Dougherty, who is the proprietor of a drug- 
store on the southeast corner of Wabash av- 
enue and Thirty-first street, left the former's 
office and proceeded toward a Thirtieth street 
livery-stable, where Dr. Burrows keeps his 
horse. When they were passing Dr. Boyd's 
house the doctor came to his front door and 
summoned Dr. Burrows in tones by no means 
gentle. @Somewhat surprised at the manner of 
the summons, Dr. Burrows followed Dr. Boyd 
into his parlor. The latter then turned and 
faced him. “I thought you were a friend of 
mine,“ Dr. Boyd is reported to have ssid, “So 


Burrows tound 
matters a little warm, and succeeded in elud- 
ing his irate.brother professional and running 
down the front steps, escaping as he went the 
remnants of Dr. Boyd's cane as it was cast 
after bim. 

Dr. Burrows is reported to have sought the 
seclusion of his office and locked the door after 
him. Dr. Boy d followed, and before entering 
the building tore Dr. Burrows“ shingle from 
its place and cast it into the ballway, saying: 
“There, that’s no good any more. Then he 
proceeded up-stairs and began an attack upon 
the office-door with his boot. He smashed 
the transom, tore down all of the signs, 
and finally gained an entrance. But Burrows 
bad led through a back door and has not been 
seen since. Upon his slate is the legend: Dr. 
Burrows has left town for afew days. He is 
reported to have told a warm friend that he 
was going to Europe. 

After wreaking his vengeance upon Dr. Bur- 
rows’ furniture Dr. Boyd left the place. The

Men were at 
work all day also on the Grannis Block, inside 
and out, and that structure promises to become 
less picturesque but more habitable from day 
to day. 


HE WILL NOT MARRY, 
AND HE WANTS TO GET OUT OF JAIL. 

Hubert Verhygen does not believe iu the 
proverb that itis better to be born handsome 
than rich. He is a good-looking fellow of 
about 25, and it is owmg to his good looks, he 
says, that he now languishes in the County 
Jail on a charge of illegitimate parentage. The 
complainant, Miss Garoline Segher, was re- 
ported to be wealthy and willing to support 
Hubert comfortably if he would only marry 
her. Yesterday the defendant petitioned the 
Circuit Court to release him under babeas- 
corpus proceedings, and he hopes to be 
let out today. In his petition he denies 
the main charge and alleges that Miss Segher is 
insane—insane to marry bim. He solemuly 
asserts that he never courted ber, never flirted 
with her, hardly ever smiled on her; that he is 


not a masher, but just a plein butcher who 
does not want to marry nor have anything to 
do with the gentler sex. 

A Tarom reporter dropped into the jail 
yesterday afternoon to bave a chat with 
Hubert. Hubert is a Belgian, and bas only 
been in this country a little over a year. He 
was a professor of music for several years in 
Holland, and was a bandmaster soldier in the 
army. He picked up something of the 
outchering trade when he was young, and 
when he struck Chicago he found that butcher- 
ing bogs was a nobler profession than teaching 
music, so he has been at work in Armour’s 
packing-bouse since. Miss Segber is aiso a 
musico-teacher by profession. Moreover, she 
bas a brother whois a butcher. Small wonder 
she fell in love with the handsome butcher- 
musician. And they are all Belgians and 
speak & common language. 

Hubert and the reporter had a conversation 
lasting about fifteen minutes. Verhygen said 
he first became acquainted with her brother, 
and was invited to spend the evening. Accepted 
with thanks. Then he spent two or three more 
evenings likewise.’ Then the girl got “stuck 
on his shape, and he didn't go any more. She 
would not stop, however, but began calling on 
him. Then she proposed to him. He would 
have none of it. Finally she summoned bim, 
as a ready related, and had him locked up in 
default of $800 bail. He says she is virtuous, 
he verily believes, and that the story of illegit- 
imate parentage is a bluff to frighten him into 
marrying her. He says she bas $3,000 in bank 
end is earning about $5 a day at her music, but 
she is 34 years old and cranky, and that is not 
the kind of wife he wants, if ever he should 
have the misfortune to get one. He says posi- 
tively he won't marry the girl, whatever may 
be the consequences. 


HIS NECK AT STAKE. 
THE TRIAL OF DOMINICK SARTELLO, CHARGED 
WITH MURDER. 

Dominick Sartello, the 19-year-old youth who 
killed Frank Parillo with a stiletto at No. 525 
South Clark street the night of Jan. 9, was put 
on trial yesterday before Judge Gary charged 
with murder, and all the witnesses for the 
State were beard. 

Carmine Manillo, keeper of a saloon, gro- 
cery, and candy-shop at No. 519 Clark street, 
testified that Parillo came into bis place the 
evening of Jun. 9, bought some candy, and, 
with the permission of Mrs. Manillo, took their 
baby girl in his arms and went out. He came 
back in ten minutes with the baby in his arms 
and said he was killed. The witness asked him 
who had done that, and be said »Sartello.“ 
Two men held him up ana the baby was taken 
from his arms. He died in three or four min- 


tes. 

Dr. Biuthardt testified that he made an exam- 
ination of the body to determine for the Cor- 
oner's jury the cause of death. He found that 
one of the arteries of the thigh had been cut 
through, causing hemorrhage and death. 

Celestine De Rosa, saloonkeeper at No. 525 
South Clark street, testified that Dominick 
Sartello came into his place at 7:30. Parillo 
struck Sartelio on the chest with his fist be- 
cause be would not treat.“ The witness told 
the men to go out of the saloon if they wanted 
to fight. and Sartello left first. Parillo fol- 
lowed, angry, and carrying a baby in his arms. 
Ten minutes later be heard that Sartello bad 
stabbed Parillo. Parillo while imjtaly belonged 
to a band of mountain brigands who kept the 
inbabitants of several villages in terror by 
their raids of robbery and murder. At last 
Parillo was arrested and served sixteen years 
in the penitentiary at Rigülau. 

Mrs. De Rosa corroborated ber husband as 
to what passed between Parillo and Sartello in 
the saloon. 

Joseph Pasciesento said he knew the de- 
ceased in Italy and that he was an outlaw 
there. The inhabitants of his native village 
turned out in a body to assist in Parilio’s capt- 
ure. He did not know much about Parillo 
since he came to America, as he bad lived in 
California most of the time. He was a large, 
powerful man and a dangerous person to have 
trouble with. 

Ex-officer Charles P. Revere said he arrested 
Dominick Sartelio the night of Jan. 10. Sar- 
tello told him that he had some trouble with 
Parillo about drinks, and he stabbed at bis lex 
intending to maim him sufficiently to lay bim 
up two or three months. He bad no intention 
of killing bis man. The officer found no marks 
or bruises on Sartello. 

Officer Daniel Kelly said he talked with Sar- 
tello in the Harrison Street Station, and the de- 
fendant told bim he cut Parillo with the inten- 
tion of giving him aa injury that would lay 
him up for about three days. This closed the 
testimony for the prosecution. None of the 
witnesses saw the affray, as it happened on the 
street. The case will be resumed this morning. 

Sartello looks like an innocent schoolboy.
